He said that the law 
under which the issue is sub­ 
mitted as a "freeholder char­ 
tered city" is not the same as 
prevailed when ihe municipal­ 
ity was operated as a "city of 
the sixth class," prior to the 
adoption of tho city charter.

"I will stake my reputation 
as a city attorney that the pro­ 
position meets nil legal require­ 
ments to authorize the sale of 
the bus lines,' 1 he stated.

"Furthermore, I will person­ 
ally take it to the courts to 
prove I am right" City Attor­ 
ney Smith added.

However, It should bo under­ 
stood by the voters that the 
bus sale proposition Is merely 
"Informative," and It should be 
so labeled on the ballot. The 
final decision otlll will rest with 
the city council, Smith stated. I
